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Schloss Favorite bei Rastatt, French embroidery, 
with local beadwork to match the flooring (?); ca. 1720 
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Saint-Aubin (1770) cites “broderies 
еп jais” and Henri Havard (1890-94) 
cites several examples from auction 
catalogues of 1769-81) 

Havard is also an essential source for 
the history of the featherwork bed)

First inventoried in 1753, but probably dating much earlier, from another 


interior, and relocated to this room, which was called the “Schmelzzimmer.,” 
yet the beadwork is minor, in comparison to the appliqué work 


Perhaps from a baldachin? 
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Consider the workmanship in relation 
to theater costumes of the period (as 


at Cesky Krumlov) or at local court workshops 
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After French ornament prints or German copies, 


vessels are likely meant to be hardstone, not porcelain
